Now, therefoie, the Governoi is pleased, »n exer-

Provided further that all officers m temporary 
service are, with the consent of the Alipur- 
duar Muincipality embodied in a formal 
resolution at a meeting, eligible to subscribe 
to the fund, if they have been employed or, 
in the opinion of the Alipurduar Munici- 
pality, are likely to be employed for at 
least three years:

RULES FOR THF. MANAGEMENT FOR PROVI- 
DENT FUNDS MAINTAINED BY THE ALIPUR- 
DUAR MUNICIPALITY 


1. In the following rule 1 .: - 

(a) Salary shall compuse monthly substantive 
pay, special pay or any allowance drawn 
during leave of anv kind, and includes acting 
charge, personal, dcpu'ahon or dutv allow- 
ance, if any. but sha’l »n»' include ‘local or 
travelling allowance. (As amended by 
Government circular No. 3133/M2P-5/56, 
dated 13th May 1957.) 


(b) “Servant" includes e\ery non -pen sit mi able 
employee holding a substantive appointment 
under the Alipuiduai Minicif-ulitv, but 
excludes those who are or may in future be 
treated by Government as non-pcnsionable, 
if in Government service: 


Provided that the persons to whom the existing 
pension and gra'uitv rules issued under 
Government circular No. 16LSG, dated 
J9th March 1903, are applicable, may, in 
lieu of enjoying the benefits of these rules 
elect to come under the Provident Fund 
Rules at their option The option, once 
exercised, shall be final: 


fe) “Due notice of resignation of appointment” 
means— 


(i) in the case of servants drawing Rs. 200 a 

mon f h and over, three months; and 

(ii) in the case of all other servants, one month. 

Rate and realisation of subscriptions 

2. Every servan shall be required to subscribe a** 
thi rate of 6-1/4 per cent, or 1 anna in tile rupee 
on his salary io a Provident Fund, of which an 
account will be opened at the Post Office Savings 
Bank. This deduction shall be made by thi Alipur- 
uuai Municipality upon every salary bill presented, 
and the net salary only shall be paid to the servant, 
m making this deduction fractions of a rupee ol 
•alary should be omitted. The subscription of a 
servant, while on a temorary transfer to service 
under some other Local Fund or Government, shall 
oe calculated on his assumed any [Articles 767 and 
ittZr Service Regulations. Fifth Edition 

(Reprint)], and it will be the duty of the servant on 
transfer to remit the subscription to his original 
employer for credit to the Provident Fund. 

A servant who desires to subscribe during leave 
must notify his intention beforehand, in order to 

hS nnti5 e Ructions from his leave allowances 
oeing noted in hi S leave and pay certificate. He will 

leave pormitleJ t0 discontinue subscribing during 
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A servant who foils to notify his intention to 
ontinue to subscribe when proceeding on leave can 
ibsequently pay his subscription in cash.

Subscriptions during leave and suspension 

4. Subscriptions on leave of any kind will be 
puonal.

Additional contribution. — (1) When any scr- 
int retires or dies who has subscribed to the P» ovi- 
Funfl and has, for not less than 15 years, 
■ndered continuous good service, the Commissioners 
iy grant to him or to his estate from the Municipal 
an additional contribution which should if the 
nds of the Commissioners permit be calculated at 
e r atc of half a month’s pay for each oompiete year 
service rendered by him, subject to a maximum 
months’ pay: 


Provided that the Commissioners at a meeting 
shall be competent to pay the additional contribution 
with the sanction of Government if the period of 
service of an employee falls short of 15 years by not 
more than one year. 

(2) If such servant has died before retirement or 
alter retirement but before receiving the cuiitribu* 
tion, the contribution shall be paid in the manner 
laid down in rule 14. 

(3) For the purpose of this rule — 

(a) “Retirement” means retirement — 

(i) on attaining the age of 58, 

(ii) at a later age if an extension of service baa 

been duly sanctioned, and 

(iii) at an earlier age, on account of physical 

unlitness, illness, abolition of an appoint-* 
ment or any other reason considered 
adequate by the Commissioners, provided 
that, if the retirement be voluntary retire- 
ment or resignation, it must be with the 
consent and approval of the authority 
empowered to appoint the servant 

(b) “Continuous service" includes any authorised 

leave of absence whether with or without 
allowance and any oversiayal of leave that 
was condoned at the lime by the Com- 
missioners. 

(c) “Pay" means substantive pay (i.e., the pay, 

special pay, personal pay or other emolu- 
ments classed as pay), id which an employee 
is entitled on account of a post uo which he 
has been appointed substantively, or by 
reason of his substantive position in a 
cadre. 

(d) When the complete years of service rendered 

are being calculated, periods spent on leave 
other than privilege leave or leave on full 
average pay shall be excluded. 


(4) An additional contribution cannot be claimed 
by any subscriber to the Provident Fund as a matter 
of right. It should be granted at the disci etion of 
the Commissioners only to those subscribers whom 
they considered deserving. 


Investment 

6. The deductions under rule 2 and the contri- 
butions under rule 5 shall be paid to the Post 
Master for credit to the account of the Provident 
Fund in the Savings Bank. The payment of the 
deduction shall be debited in the accounts to the 
same head as the salary, and the contributions shall 
be charged to the service head “Miscellaneous" sub- 
head “Provident Fund Contribution". The remit- 
tances to the Savings Bank should, whenever 
possible, be made between the 1st and 4th of each 
month in order that interest may accrue for the 
month of deposit. 
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7. (1) Deposits on account of the Provident 
Fund of the Local Fund employees may be made 
u n der rule 44(c) of the Savings Bank Rules (see 
Indian Postal Guide, April 1917), the usual limita- 
tions of the total amount at credit of each account 
do not apply to such deposits [rule 44(g)J. When 
the investment of any portion of the amount ci the 
balance at credit of the account is found desirable, 
the amount shall, on application by the Chairman, be 
withdrawn and the investment shall be made, 
either through the Postal authorities or through 
other agencies, as may be deemed convenient by the 
Chairman, in Government loan, Municipal Deben- 
tures or Port Trust Bonds of Calcutta, Rangoon, 
Bombay, Madras or Karachi or m fixed deposit in 
the Sta'e Bank of India or in a Co-operative Bank 
specially approved for the purpose of the Registrar 
of Co-operative Societies, provided that in the case 
of investment in a Co-operative Bnak at least .hrec- 
lourths of the subscribers are in a favour of such 
investment. 


(2) The interest will be drawn by the Post Office 
in the case of investment through Postal authorities, 
or by the Chairman in case of investment through 
other agencies, and credited in the Savings Bank 
account. 


(3) The actual cost of purchase of such securities 
oi the amount of such fixed deposits shall be added 
to the balance in the Savings Bank to obtain the 
total balance of the Provident Fund ledger When 
any such securities are s >ld or any h'ss "f such 
fixed deposits is caused by the failure of '.he B.ink in 
which such deposits are nude, the net gain or lux* 
shall be added to or deducted from the net excess 
interest calculated for that year [see rule 21(1)1 
before apportioning such interest among the deposi- 
tors as set forth in that rule. 


Advances for special purposes 

8. (1) No final withdrawal will be allowed until 
the depositor quits the service or dies; but when ihe 
pecuniary circumstances of a deposi'or are such 
that the indigence is absolutely necessary, a 1imp>- 
rary advance mav be allowed from the sum at his 
credit with the sanction of the Chairman of the 
municipality when f hc depositor draws a salary 
below Rs 50, uid that of the Commissioners of the 
municipality at a meeting w ? hcn his salary Rs. r >0 or 
over. Such an advance shall not exceed iiic .minimi 
subscribed bv the depositor, except in spciiJ cases, 
e.g., w T hen the necessity for the advance is great and 
the sum subscribed bv him is insufficient for the 
expenses to be incurred. 

(2) The following are examples of occasion-, on 
which the grant of advances mav be considered 
provided the circumstances arc exceptional — 

(a) To pay expenses incurred in connection with 

the illness of a deposi'or or anv of his 
dependents; 

(b) To pay for the passage of any dependant ot 

a depositor coming from bevond the sea to 
join him, or requiring to make a lournov 
beyond the sea for some urgent cause; and 


(c) to pay expenses in connection with marriage 
funerals, or ceremonies which by the re 
gion of the depositor it is incumbent upc 
him to perform, and in connection wi 
which it is obligatory that expenditu 
shuold be incurred. 


Note.-— Advances, though not confined rigid 
to the objects laid down in clauses (a) 
(c) above, should be made with di 
regard to the principle expressed in clau 
(1) of this rule as illustrated by the for 
going examples. The order sanctionii 
the advance should state the specif 
purpose for which the advance is grante 


(3) Advances will be recovered at the discrctic 
ol the authority sanctioning them in not less the 
12 instalments or more than 24. A depositor na 
however, at his op ion make repayment in less th; 
12 instalments or may repay two or more insts 
ments at the same time. Recoveries will comment 
from the first payment of the full month’s salai 
alter the advance is granted, or (in the case < 
auvances to an officer going on leave) after the ofl 
ccr’s return from leave. The instalments will l 
paid by compulsory deduction from salary, and wi 
bu in addition to the usual subscription: 


Provided that if in the opinion of the Chairman < 
the Alipurduar Municipality, the recovery of a 
ordinary advance in twenty-four instalments 
likely to cause excessive hardship, recovery may t 
made in not more than thirty-six instalments wit 
the sanction of the District Magistrate. 


(4) When an advance is paid to a depositor i 
c .cess of the amount shown against him in column 
of the Provident Fund ledger (a portion of his sui 
n. vmg been invested in postal cash certificates), 
minus balance should be shown in red ink Ir colum 
9, till it is wiped off by subsequent payment of subi 
mplion, contribu'ion, etc.; and similarly a mini 
entry in red ink should be made in column 12 c 
•he ledger for interest at 2 \ per cent, or at such rai 
a* may be aUowed at the time by the Post Offic 
Savings Bank (amended by Government order No 
3294-3298M, dated the 4th June 1935) on the deb 
balance in column 9. If, however, the advance is i 
be paid bv the sale of portion of the mveslmei 
cither in Government promissory notes, war bone 
oi pos al cash certificates, etc., the loss, if any, V 
this sale, should be recovered from the deposits 
laking the advance. 


(5) When an advance is repayable as regarc 
principal is not more than 12 instalments, an add 
tional instalment representing interest and equiv 
lent to 3 per cent, of the total amount of the advan< 
should be paid in the month following that in whic 
'.he last instalment is paid. Similarly two addition 
instalments representing interest each equivalei 
to 3 per cent, of the total amount of the advan< 
should be paid when the advance is repayable ! 
more than 12 ins f alments. In either case, the test a 
ment of interest, when realised, should be credite 
tc the account of the depositor himself. 
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8A. In the following cases a depositor may be 
permitted to wi hdraw the deposits up to 90 per 
uent. of his own subscriptions with interest at his 
ncdit before the actual date of his retirement on 
the conditions laid down against each: — 

(1) A subscriber proceeding on leave preparatory 
to retirement, at any time between the date 
of his proceeding on leave and ihe date of 
retirement, subject, however, to the condi- 
tion that he will be required, should he 
return to duty at the end of his leave, to 
repay to the bond in one or more instal- 
ments the whole amount withdrawn by him 
with interest i hereon, unless his active 
service actually terminates within six 
months. 


(2) A subscriber who produces a medical certi- 
ficate of incapatvy for further service, at 
any time between the date of his producing 
such certificate and the date of r:tirement. 


In both the cases referred to above the previous 
•unction of the Commissioners at a meeting should 
ii* obtained and no refund shall be made until the 
.hairman after due enquiry certifies that no dues 
ne outstanding against the depositor. 


Withdrawals on retirement 

(1) When a depositor in permanent employ 
wises to be a servant of the Aiipurduar Municipality 
v resignation, retirement, reduction of esablish- 
nenf, or by permanent transfer to service under 
nme other local fund or to Government service, the 
onyiii'sioncrs oi the municipality at a meeting 
hali cause (he amoiul standing to his credit (i.e. t 
he di posits a.iJ con'ributions wi f h interest there- 
in) to he withdrawn and subjects to rule 17 to be 
andcil over to him, unless the Aiipurduar Munich* 
.ililv has received notice on an assignment n tde 
e(o«e he 18th February 1928 affecting the disposal 
r the amoim* or anv portion of it. Should such 
•nice have been received, the Aiipurduar Munici- 
alitv will hand over to the depositor only that 
of thf* amount which is no' affeeted by the 
■Mtnment or bv the operation of rule 17 and will 
•spose of the balance after taking the opinion of 
Legal Remembrancer through the District 
Mticer : 


Provided that in the event of a depositor being 
nectlv appointed bv the Local Government as Assis- 
ts Director of Public Health or Director of Public 
tcallh Laboratory, the amount standing to his 
"edit in the Provident Fund maintained by the: 
tunicipal commissioners may, if he so desires, be 
ansferred to his credit in the contributory Provi-

ay, subject to the same conditions, either wHh- 
raw the amount on the termination of his appoint- 
lent or leave it in the Fund to be withdrawn at the 
016 he finally Quits the service. 


(3) If in the opinion of the Chairman of the Alipui 
dual Municipality the withdrawal of interest Iron 
the Savings Bank, would unduly trench upon th« 
deposi s at credit of .he other depositors, the in teres 
shall not be paid at once lrom the Provident Fun< 
but be temporarily advanced from the funds of thi 
Aiipurduar Municipality. The advance shall b 
adjusted when the difference between the total o 
the ledger balances and the balance of the Providen 
Fund in the Pass Book may be withdrawn from thi 
Savings Bank under rule 21. 

(4) In the case of final withdrawal of the c» tirc 
balance standing o the credit of a depositor or 
letirement or otherwise, the fraction of a rupee, it 
any, may be advanced temporarily from the funds o: 
the Aiipurduar Municipality. The advance shall b< 
adjusted when the difference between the total ol 
the ledger balance and the balance of the Trovidenl 
Fund in the Pass Book, may be withdrawn from the 
Savings Bank under rule 21. 


Disposal on depositor’s death 

10. Each depositor will, as soon after he joins 
the Fund a . possible, be called upon by the Chairman 
of the Aiipurduar Municipality to furnish a “Form 
of Declaration” showing how he wishes the amount 
of his accumulations to be disposed of on his death. 
A specimen of this form will be found at the end 
ot these rules. 


II. An adopted child shall be considered to be 
a child for the purpose of these rules when, under 
the personal law of the depositor, adoption is* 
legally recognised as conferring the status of a 
natural chi'd, hut in this case only. If doubts arise 
in an individual case, the Aiipurduar Municipality 1 
will take the opinion of the Legal Remembrancer 
thiough the Distric Officer and his opinion shall be 
final for the purpo-.e of these rules. A declaration 
n. favour of an adopted child is made at the deposi- 
tor s risk and can he challenged at any time. 


12. A d- "i.t.dtor mav in his declaration provided 
for the distribution of a portion only of the amount. 
T^us iW Form o* Declaration may mention a speci- 
fic s’ni nr a specific proportion of the total amount. 
The disposal of the balance will be governed by 
rule 14. 


Anv Foim of Declaration submitted by a deposi- 
tor is revocab’e at any time and from time to time. 
A fresh decimation shall, subject to rule 13, be 
operative only on being received bv the Chairman of 
the Aiipurduar Municipality. On a depositor's 
marriage, or remarriage, anv declaration already sub- 
mitted bv him will forthwith become null and void 
and, unless a revised Form of Declaration is received, 
the amount of his accumulations will be dealt 
with under rule 14. 


If minors arc nominated in a Form of Declara- 
tion, the person or persons to whom sums intended 
for their benefit are to be paid should be stated in 

the Ca p wx #%£ 
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13. In the event of the depositor having a depen- 
dant, he is not permitted in his Form of Declaration 
to leave the amount of his accumulations -or any 
part of it to any one who is not his dependent. 
Where a Form of Declaration purports to leave 
monev otherwise than to a depositor's dependent, 
the Chairman of the municipality shall call upon the 
depositor to state whether he has a dependant, and 
if it is found that he has one, the Foi m of T eclara- 
tion shall not he accepted A depositor who has 
dependants has absolute discretion rcgaiding the 
distribution of the amount at his credit at the time 
of his death among those dependants. He may 
exclude any one or more of them in favour of another 
or others of them and the manner in which the dis- 
tribution is to be made among them is also within 
his absolute discretion. 


14. The disposal of the balances at credit of 
deceased depositors is icgulatcd by section 4(1) of 
the Provident Funds Act. 1925. 

15. (Cancelled by circular Nos. 700-701 L.S.G., 
dated the 13th February 1931.) 

16. The Alipurdiuir Municipality will not be 
bound by, or recognise, any assignment or encum- 
brance executed or attempted to be created vhich 
affects the disposal ol the accumulations ot a deposi- 
tor who dies before retiiemcnt. 


Withdrawal of contribution and deduction from 
deposit 

17. If a servant is dismissed, or removed, c 
called upon to resign on account of misconduct, c

manufacture or treatment of any produce, a quantity not exceed- 
ing one hundred metric tonnes in the aggregate at any one time; 

(f) "licensee" means a person holding a valid licence granted tinder this 

Older, 

(g) “molasses" shall have the same meaning as in the West Bengal Molasses 

Control Act, 1949; 

(h) “produce! " means a poison who in any capacity produces molasses or 

causes molasses to be produced at any place within West Bengal.

3. Regulation of a dealer’s business. — No person shall act as a dealer in 
respect of any quantity exceeding the free quantity except under and in accordance 
with a licence granted by the Commissioner. 


4 Regulation of a producer’s business — No produce* shall purchase, sell, 
transfer or store molasses in any quantity except under and in accordance with 
a licence granted by the Commissioner. 


5. Form of application.— An application for a licence referred to in 
paragraphs 3 and 4 shall be made in Form A. 


6. Form of licence and power to grant licence.— On receipt of an applica- 

t0 i P ara S ra P h thc Commissioner may, after making such 
enquiry as he deems proper and necessary, grant— * 

(a) a licence in Form B to a dealer, or 

* (b) a licence in Form C to a producer. 
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7. Period of vaMiflhr of licence- — (1) A licence granted to a dealer or a 
producer under paragraph 6 shall be valid for such period not exceeding twelve 
months from the date of its issue as may be specified therein and may be 
renewed by the Commissioner for a further period not exceeding twelve months 
on an application being made to him for renewal thereof before the expiry of -the 
period of validity of the licence. 

(2) The period of validity of a licence granted under paragraph 6 shall not 
be deemed to have expired if the application for its renewal made in accordance 
with the provisions of sub-paragraph (1) is pending before the Commissioner. 

8. Area of business. — A dealer or a producer shall carry on business in 
molasses only within the area specified in his licence.

Whereas the Commissioners of 
the Contai Municipality iu the (Lsiriel of Mulnapore have made the following 
rules under sub-section (1) of scci'on 69 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1932 
(Bengal Act XV of 1932), and have applied to the State Government for 
confirmation of the said rules under section f>0G of the said Act; 

And whereas — 

(a) notice of the intention to apply for such confirmation of the said 

rules has been duly given one month before the making of the 
application for confirm:! * in. i a* required under clause (i) of Bub- 
section (2) of section 500 oi the said Act, and 

(b) for one month before the making of t lie application a copy of the 

said rules has been kept at tin* office of the Commissioners of the 
said Municipality and lias been upon during office hours thereat 
to the inspection of the in ha bit ants of the said Municipality, 
without fee, us required by clause (ii) of sub-section (2) of 
section 50G of the said Act ; 

Now, therefore, the Governor is plcused, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by section 69(1) of the Bangui Municipal Act, 1932 (Bengal Act XV 
oi 1932), to approve and in exercise of the power conferred by section 506 
ol the said Act to confirm the following rules, namely: — 

RULES FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF PROVIDENT FUNDS MAIN- 
TAINED 8Y THE CONTAI MUNICIPALITY 

1. In the following rules: — 

(a) “.Salary shall comprise monthly substantive pay, special pay or any 
allowance drawn during leave of any kind and includes acting 
charge, personal, deputation or duty allowance, if any, but shall 
not include locul or travelling allowance. 11 

[As amended by circular No. 21LSU, dated the 30tb April 1917.] 

(h) ‘'Servant 11 includes every non-jjensionable employee holding a 
substantive appointment under the district board /municipality 
but excludes those who are or muy in future be treated by Gov- 
ernment oh non-pensionable if in Government service : 

Provided that the persons to whom the existing pension and gratuity 
rules issued under Government Circular No. 16LSG, dated the 
19th March 1903, are applicable, may in lieu of enjoying the 
benefits of these rules elect to come under the Provident Fund 
iiules at their option. The option once exercised shall be final : 

Provided further that ull officers in temporary service are, with the 
consent of the board / municipality embodied in a formal resolu- 
tion at a meeting, eligible to-subscribc to the fund, if they have 
been employed or, in the opinion of the board /municipality, are 
likely to be employed for at least three years: 

Provided also that persons appointed on probation to substantive 
appointments or appointed to officiate in an office which is vacant, 
or the permanent incumbent of which does not draw any part of 
the pay or count service may, if they are confirmed without inter- 
ruption, be allowed to join the Provident Fund with retrospective 
effect from the date of their joining the service. The monthly 
subscriptions to the fund shall not, in such a case be less than 
10 per cent., on the salary of the officer till all arrear subscrip- 
tions are paid up: 

Provided further that a servant, while en temporary transfer to service 
under some other local fund or Government may also subscribe 
to the Provident {"und.

(o) "Depositor” means a servant on whose behalf a deposit is made 
under these rules. 
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(il) “interest” means the interest which is paid on a deposit at a Gov- 
ernment Savings Bunk under the rules in force for such institu- 
tion, and includes that allowed on Government aud other 
securities. 

[As umended by circular No. 25LSG, dated the 25th July 1917.] 

(e) “Due notice of resignation of appointment” means — 

(i ) in tlie case of servants drawing Us. 200 a month and over, three 
months; and 

(ii) in the case of nil other servants, one month. 

2. Rate and realization of subsoriptione. — Every servant shall be 
inquired to subscribe at the rate of 6J cent, or one anna in the rupee 
on his Nulary to a Provident Fund, of which on account will be opened at 
the Post Office Savings Bank. This deduction shall be made by the board/ 
municipality upon every salary bill presented, and the net salary only shall be 
paid to the servant. In making this deduction fractions of a ru|>ee of salury 
should he omitted. The subscription of a servant, while on temporary 
irunsfer to service under some other Local Fund or Government shall be 
calculated on his assumed pay [Articles 7(»7 and 708, Civil Service Regula- 
fios. Fifth Edition (Reprint j], and it will be the duty of the servant on 
transfer to remit the subscription to his original employer for credit to the 
Provident Fund. 

A servant who desires to subscribe during leave must notify his intention 
beforehand, in order to ullow of the deductions from his leave allowances 
being noted in his leave and pay certificate. lie will not be permitted to 
discontinue subscribing during leave. 

A servant who tails to notify his intention to continue to subscribe, when 
proceeding on leave, can subsequently pay liis subscription in cash. 

3. Prohibition Of voluntary deposits' — No voluntary deposits from 
servant will be credited to the Provident Fund. 


4. Subscription during leave and suspension.— Subscriptions on leave of 
any kind will be optional. They will be calculated on the allowtftices admis- 
sible during leave. 

A servant on reinstatement, after a period passed under suspension, may 
he allowed the option of subscribing for that period. Tn the case of a servant 
who exercises the option of subscribing to the Fund during leave without 
allowances, or on reinstatement after a period passed under suspension 
without allowances, it is left to the discretion of the Chairman to determine 
m each case the amount on which subscription should be paid, the general 
principle to be observed being that the subscription should be calculated on 
half the salary last drnwn by the servant before lie proceeded on leave with- 
out allowances, or was placed under suspension without allowances. 


5. Contribution by the Municipality /Board to deposit aooount of eaoh 

servant, — It shall he competent to the board /municipality to make contribution 
tu the deposit account of each sen ant equal to, hut not exceeding, the deduc- 
tinii/nne-hall on the deduction made from liis salary under rule 2: Fiovided 
that, if the total nt the eontributions shown in the bill on which a remittance 
is made to the Savings Bank contains a fraction of a rupee, it shall be 
increased to the next highest rupee by an addition to the bill of the difference 
between this fraction and unity. These provisional increases in the contri- 
bution will he show’n in the abstract of balance until ndiusted nt the close of 
the yeni (*"' rules 20 and 21 below), lmt thev will not appear in the 
depositor s ledger accounts. 


No contribution shall lie made by the board /municipality on the subs- 
cription paid by the depositor tor any period during which lie had been on 
suspension as a penalty for misconduct ni other offences.

oA Additional contribution.—! l , When a..v servant retires or dies who 
has subscribed to the Provident Fund and has, for not less Hian 15 Jelro 
nndei«d continuous good service, the -district board/ commission w 7 m*v 
grant to him or to lus estate from the district/ municipal fund an 
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contribution which should, if the finances of the board /commissioners 
permit, be calculated at the rate of half a month’s pay for each oomplete 
year of service rendered by him, subject to a maximum of 15 months’ pay: 

Provided that the district board / commissioners at a meeting shall be com- 
petent to pay the additional contribution with the sanction of Government 
ii the period of service of an employee falls short of 16 years by not more 
than one year. 

(2) If such servant has died before retirement or after retirement but 
before receiving the contribution, the contribution shall be paid in the 
manner laid down in rule 14. 

(»3) For the purpose of this rule — 

(a) “Retirement” means retirement — 

(i) on attaining the age of 55, 

(ii) at a later sige, if an extension of service has, been duly sanctioned, 

and 

(iii) ul an earlier age, on account of physical unfitness, illness, aboli- 

tion of an appointment or any other reason considered adequate 
by the hoard /commissioners, provided that, if the retirement 
he voluntary retirement or resignation, it must be with the 
consent ami approval of the authority empowered to appoint 
the servant. 

(h) “Continuous Service” includes any authorised leave of absence 
whether with or without allowances and any overstnvnl of leave 
that was condoned sit the time by the board /commissioners. 

(c) “Pay” means substantive pay (i.c., the pay other than special pay, 

personal pay or other emoluments classed as pay), to which an 
employee is entitled on account of a post to which he has been 
appointed substantively, nr by reason of his substantive position 
in a cadre. 

(d) When the complete years of service rendered are being calculated, 

periods spent on leave other than privilege leave M leave on full 
average pay shall be excluded. 

(4) An additional contribution cannot be claimed by any subscrilier to 
the Provident Fund us a matter of right. It should be granted at the discre- 
tion of the hoard /commissioners only to those subscribers whom they 
consider deserving.

0. Investment. — The deductions under rule 2 and the contributions 
under rule 5 shall he paid to the Post Master for credit to the account of the 
Provident Fund in the Savings Bank. The payment of the deduction shall 
be debited in the accounts to the some head as the sularv, and the contribu- 
tions shall be charged to the service head “Miscellaneous”, sub-head 
“Provident Fund Contributions”. The remittances to the Savings Bank 
should, whenever possible, be made between the 1st and 4th of each month 
in order that interest may accrue for the month of deposit. 

7. (1) Deposits on account of the Provident Fund of the Local Fund 

employees may l>e made under rule 44(c) of the Savings Bank Rules (serf 
Indian Postal Guide, April 1917); the usual limitations of the total amount 
nt credit of eacli account do not apply to such deposits [rule 44(g)]. When 
the investment of any portion of the amount of the balance at credit of the 
account is found desirable the amount shall, on application by the Chairman, 
he withdrawn, and the investment shall be mode, either through the Postal 
authorities or through other agencies, as may be deemed convenient bv the 
Chairman in Government loans, Municipal Debentures or Port Trust Bond 
of Calcutta. Rangoon, Bombay, Madras or Karachi, or in fixSd deposit in 
the Imperial Bank of India or in a Co-operative Bank specially approved 
for the purpose of the Registrar of Co-operative Societies, provided that in 
case of investment in a Co-operative Bank at least three-fourths of the sub- 
scribers are in favour of such investment. 
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(2) The interest will be drawn by the Post Office in the case of invest- 
ment through postal authorities, or by the Chairman in case of investment 
through other agencies, and credited in the Suvings Bank account. 

(3; The actual cost of purchase of such securities or the amount of 
such fixed deposits shall be added to the balance in the Savings Bank to 
obtain the total linlanee of the Provident Fund ledger. When any such 
securities aie sold or any loss of such fixed deposits is caused by the failure 
ot the Hank in which such deposits are made, the net gain or loss shall 
he added to or deducted from the net excess interest calculated for that year

8. Advances for special purposes.— (1 ) No final withdrawal will be 
allowed until the depositor quits the service or dies; but when the pecuniary 
circumstances ot a depositor are such that the indulgence is absolutely 
necessary, a temporary advance may be allowed from the sum at his credit 
with the sanction ot the Chairman of the board /municipality when the 
depositor draws a salary below IN. 50 and that of flic board / commissioners 
ot the municipality at a meeting when his salary is Its. 50 or over. Such an 
advance shall not exceed the amount subscribed by the depositor, except in 
special cases, e.g., when the necessity tor the advance is great and the sum 
subscribed by him is insufficient for the expenses to be incurred.

(2) The following are examples of occasions on which the grunt of 
advances may he considered, provided the c ire uni stances are exceptional: — 

(a) to pay expenses incurred in connection with the illness of a deposi- 

tor or any of his dependants ;

(b) to pay for the passage of uny dependant of u depositor coming from 

beyond the sea to join him, or requiring to make a journey beyond 
the ^ea tor some urgent cause; and 

(c) to pay expenses in connection with marriages, funerals or ceremo- 

nies which by the religion of the depositor it is incumbent upon 
li < in to perform, and m connection with which it is obligatory, 
that expenditure should be incurred. 

A'»/r — Advances, though not routined rigidly to the objects laid down 
in clauses (a) to (c) above, should be made with due regard to 
the principle expressed in clause (1) of this rule as illustrated 
by the foregoing examples. The order sanctioning the advance 
should state the specific purpose for which the advance is granted. 

(3) Advances will be recovered at the discretion of the authority sanc- 
tioning them, in not less than 12 instalments or more than 24. A depositor 
may, howe\ei\ at his option make lepuymeut in less than 12 instalments or 
may repay two or more instalments at the same time. Recoveries will 
commence from the tirst pay meat of the full months' salary after the advance 
is granted, or (in the case advances to an officer going on leave) after the 
officet's return lrom leave. The instalments will be paid by compulsory 
deduction lrom salary, and will he m addition to the usual subscription.

9. Withdrawals on retirements.— (1) When a depositor in permanent 
employ ceases to be a servant of the board/municipnlity by resignation, 
retirement, reduction of establishment, or by permanent transfer to service 
under some other local fund or to Government service, the hoard /commis- 
sioners of the municipality at a meeting shall cause the amount standing 
to his credit (i.e., the deposits and contributions with interest thereon) to 
he withdrawn and, subject to rule 17, to be handed over to him, unless the 
board /municipality lias received notice* of an assignment made before the 
18th February 1928, affecting the disposal of the amount or any portion of 
it. Should such notice have been received, the hoard /municipality will 
hand over to the depositor only that portion of the amount which is not 
affected by the assignment or by the oiieration of rule 17 and will depose of 
the balance after taking the opinion of the Legal Remembrancer through 
the District Officer: 

Provided that in the event of a depositor being directly appointed by

A declaration in favour 
of an adopted child is made at the depositor’s risk and can be challenged 
at any time.

BY-LAWS 

1. Definitions. — In these by-laws, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context, — 

(a) “The Act” ineuns the Calcutta Hackney-Carriage Act, 1919 
(Bengal Act 1 of 1919). 

(b) “Commissioner” means a Commissioner of the .1 iagan j-Azimganj 
Municipality. 

(c) “Rickshaw” means u cycle-rickshaw us defined in clause (8) of 
section 4 of the Act. 

2. Appointment and duties of the Registering Oflloer.— Every 
rickshaw in the iTiagunj-Azinigunj Municipality (hereinafter referred to as 
the said municipality) shall be annually registered on such date as the 
Commissioners may direct, by a Registering Officer specially appointed for 
the purpose by the State Government by a notification in the Official 
Gazette. The Registering Officer shall keep the registers in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act and shall enter therein the particulars 
specified in these by-laws. 

3. Qualifications and conditions for issue of bearers License.— Every 
person applying for a rickshaw bearer’s licence shall be required to satisfy 
the Registering Officer — 

(a) that he knows how to drive and control a rickshaw; 

(b) that he is well-acquianled with the principle streets, offices and 
plaoes in and around the said municipality. 

(c) that he has a thorough knowledge of the tables of fares and 
distances prepared by the Commissioners in this behalf; 

(d) that he knows the rules of the road and the conventional signals 
used by the bearers and drivers of vehicles and by the Traffic 
police; 

(e) that he is hetwen 18 and 45 yours of age on the date of the 
application for issue of the rickshuw bearer's license; and 

(f) that he is both physically and in all other respects a fit ]>erson for 
such employment. 

4. Contents Of license. —There shall be affixed In each license issued 
to the bearer of a rickshaw — 

(a) the thumb mark or the signature of the bearer; 

(b) a half-post card size photograph of the bearer to be supplied by 
him; and 

(c) a printed table of fares and distances prepared by the Commis- 
sioners, for which no rhurge shall have to be paid by the bearer. 

5. Production Of |ioense y etc.— Every bearer of a rickshaw shall carry 
wtih him his license and shall produce it. whenever called upon to do so by 
any policeman on duty, any Commissioner or any oilier person authorised by 
the Commissioners in this behulf. 

6. Condition Of -rickshaws. — (1) The body of tlie rickshaw shall be 
kept sound and clean and all the boards shall he strong and properly 
secured. 

(2) The wheels shall be fitted with pneumatic tyres, und shall be strong 
and sound so as to run smoothly, wilhout. rattling or shaking and shall be 
protected by properly fitted splash bourds. 

(3) The springs and axles shall be of good metal, strong and properly 
rivetted and free from rust. 
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(4) The iron Mippoit ul the bock which hhull be of good metal, strong 
and free from rust hIioJI he properly curved and securely fixed on each Hide. 

(ft) The hood, apron and cushions shall be made of, and covered with, 
good cloth, canvas or other material approved of by the Commissioners at 
a meeting. 

(fi) The shafts shall be of strong wood, securely fixed, furnished at 
the fnreeiul with u ring-shaped metal support and connected by a collision 
guard. 

(7) The hood and apron shall be so fitted ns to make the vehicle water- 
tight. 

(8) Every rickshaw shall have two good lamps — one facing the front 
and the other the rear. 

(9) The lamp facing the rear shall have a red glass-cover and shall be 
so placed that the light through the cover be visible from a point ten 
metres in the rear of the centre of the vehicle. 

(101 Each arm of the rickshaw shall be so constructed as to serve as a 
support to the passenger. 

(11) Every rickshaw shall have a hell or a horn, as may be approved 
of by the Commissioners, affixed to the handle bars or cross haTs on the 
cycle in such a way that it can he operated by fingers and give continuous 
ringing as and when necessary.

((i) The shafts shall be of strong wood, securely fixed, furnished at the 
loreend with u ring-shaped metal support and connected by a 
collision guard. 

(7) The hood and uprnn shall be so fitted as to make the vehicle water- 

tight.
